RoBERT A. Evans,
PETER MUUuNONMTY.
Non-Restdout Faplls,
Mr. Evans offered the following resolu-
tion :
That pupils not entitled by law to a
seat may be admitted if duly qualified
upon paying the treasurer thirty dollars
for high schools, fifteen dollars for sec-
ondary and eight dollars for primary per
annum.
Mr. Evans said that tho prices suggest.
ed in the resolution were the averago cost
of pupils in this city.
Mr. McComsey said that there was an
act of Assembly which provided for the
admission of non-resident pupils into the
high schools, and he was not certain but
legislation might be required to admit
them into the secondary and primary
schools. The question, however, was not
pressed, aud Mr. Evans' resolution was
adopted.
FProperty Matters.
Mr. Slaymaker, from the propesty com-
mittee, roported verbally, relative to the
organization of the New street school ;
said tho grounds could not yet be graded
and paved, and that a fence would be re-
quired to enclose them. Members of the
board had requested him to call attention
to the closing up of the north end of
Christian street, which caused somo in-
convenieuce to pupils attending the New
street school. As to securing a lot for
school purposes in the eastern part of the
city, no further action had beea taken,
Owners refuse to sell unless compelled to
do 8o by law.
City Suporintendent’s ieport.
The monthly report of the city superin.
tondant was read as follows :
LANCASTER, Pn, April 5, 1535 -f

To the Board of Selool Direclors.

GENTLEMEN —Your city superintendent
presents the following report of the pub-
lic schools for the month of March : Tho
whole number of pupils was, in the high
school, 218 ; secondary, 1,068 ; primary,
1,050 ; total, 3,236.

The average number in attendance was,
in the high schools, 200 ; secondary, 923 ;
primary, 1,604 ; total, 2,736. The average
percentage was 80.

The report of South Duke street school
shows an attendance of 48, with an aver-
age of 33. .

The city superintendent made 126 visits
to the schools, in addition to which, they
were visited by directors as follows : J.
W. Byrne 1, A. Oblender 1, A. Z. Ring-
walt 7, J. B, Warfel 27, J. Samson 13, L,
Richards 14, W. A. Morton 11, J. M.
Johnston 9, M, Brosius?2, G. W. Zecher
5, C. Zecher 5, W. O. Marshall 2, W. Mec
Comsey 1, total 98.

The examination of the pupilsof the
first classes in the secondary schools, in
physiology took place on the 10th of the
month, inthe room of the girls’ high
schoel, and was attended by 73 boys
and 77 girls, To avoid confusion and to
do the work more carefully, the former
were examined in the forenoon and the
latter in the afternoon. The papers -of
the girls are superior to those of the boys
in penmansbip, spelling, expression and
general appearance, although a few of the
latter prosented papers equal to the best
of the girls. Accompanying this will be
found copies of the questions given, to
enable the members to judge of the work
expected to be done in these classes, [ Wo
omit the questions.] The papers were ex-
amined in regard to spelling and physiol-
ogy, and attention will be given to spelling
in all the papers written hereafter by the
pupils passing their examination for ad-
mission to the hiul::;hgou.

The resignation of F. W. liaas as a
wember of the board was rocvived and ac-
cepted.

On motion the boeard proceeded to fill
the vacancy. A ballot was taken and
Wm. A. Wilson was elected, receiving 15
votes to 13 east for John Ochs.

Mr. Slaymaker announced that Jacob
Morningstar had been appointed japitor
of the New street schools.

Mr. Cochran offered the following
amendment to the rules, which was read,
and lies over for future action.

Resolved, That Section 41, of the rules,
be amended so as to read as follows:
“Sgcriox 41, All teachers are required
to be in their respective ®schoolhouses at
least fifteen minutes before the speecified
time for beginning school, the town cluck
to be the standard of time; and shall
throw open the doors for the admission of
scholars at least ten minutes before the
time for opening tho schools ; any viola-
tion of these rule may subject thooffender
to dissmissal from the service of the
board.

Mr. Spurrier offered the following
amendment to soction 11 of the rules,
which also lies over :

“ And he jthe treasurer] shall present
at each regular monthly meeting of the
board a statcment in writing of the amount
of receipts and expenditures during the
preceding montk, together with the bal-
znco in the treasury.’’

Mr. Warfel announced that there had
teen some deaths from scarlet fever in the
northern part of the city and that some
ohildren attending the schbols had gone to
the houses and looked upon the dead. As
a means of proventing the spread of the
diseaso the committee had resolved to ex-
clude such children from the school rooms
for a period of ten days from the time they
had viewed the courpses of persons who
died from scarlet fever. The action of the
committee had caused some remonstranca,
but they were resolved to enforce the rule.
